ARTISTIC DARNING 
STITCHES 


The artistic application of darn­ 
ing stitches is welcomed 
by every 
needleworker, 
and even 
by those 
young women who dislike to darn 
stockings. This is for the reason 
that the work Is A) easy and so ef­ 
fective that the woman with very 
little patience can do the work with^ 
out having it “ get on her nerves." 
t 
Most attractive guest towels have 
been made with darning stitches, the 
work is much prettier lf the towels 
are hemstitched or have scalloped 
edges. 
Of course, a blunt needle must be 
used for the work. as the sewer must 
weave her embroidery cotton In and 
out the surface threads of the ma­ 
terial she uses. 
Huckaback Is 
tha 
suitable material for this kind of 
w'ork. 
The work of picking up the threads 
will be very much facilitated if the 
towel is dampened, laid right side 
down on a soft pad, made by folding 
an ironing blanket or a Turkish 
towel, and pressed w*ith a hot Iron 
until perfectly dry. This treatment 
will raise the threads so that they 
can be easily lifted with the needle. 
It is advisable to use stranded cot- 
I ton for the darning. The quality of 
Ithe huckaback used will deterbnine 
the num ber of threads to use. To 
gain the best 
effect 
the 
threads 
should be drawn up smoothly. While 
they must not be pulled too taut, the 
other extreme should be avoided, for 
if the work is done too loosely the 
design will not be attractive and the 
threads will catch and pull when the 
towel is laundered. 
It may be necessary for the novice 
to have a design stamped upon the 
towel, but the experienced embroid­ 
erer will, perhaps, be able to origin­ 
ate a design, and thus have an ex­ 
clusive pattern for her own towels or 
for the tow*els she may be preparing 
for somebody’s hope chest. 
Blue darning on white huckaback 
is very effective, but another color 
will be Just as satisfactory, especial­ 
ly lf it carries out the color scheme 
of the room in which the towel is to 
be used.

NEW YORK.

15.— Great 
Britain may Jerome a protectionist 
country as the result of measures to 
be taken by the session of parlia­ 
ment that o|*ened yesterday for the 


purpose of paying for the war. The 
British government intends to estab­ 
lish a precedent among the belliger­ 
ent nations by making a serious ef­ 
fort to meet war e x p o s e s by taxa­ 
tion instead of loans, and It is prob­ 
able that new customs duties will be 
assessed, which later will become a 
permanent part of the British finan­ 
cial system.

Do you know the knotted 
tidies 
and the hot-plate mats that gran d ­

Well, the latter are re tu r n ­ 
ing. and very useful they are. They 
are much prettier than those of as­ 
bestos or straw and are far more 
dainty than those two materials when 
it comes to placing them on a da­ 
mask cloth. A large hank of heavy 
linen or cotton thread Is used. It is 
divided into groups to form the re­ 
quired thickness and la then knotted 
into a square mesh. The thread is 
divided into sufficiently thick groups 
to hold the hot plate well away from 
the table. The threads end in a loose 
fringe about the edge of the mat. 
These woven thread mats are exceed­ 
ingly easy to make, and children’s 
fingers can be quickly taught the 
art.
